• Coastal Corridors study area is 

refocused to more immediate 

needs east of US 113

• Greenwood/Bridgeville 

Transportation Plans project 

initiated to focus on longer-range 

planning

Status – 2022



• Based on analysis done as part of the Coastal 

Corridors study, the roads in this area are still within 

their carrying capacity

• Spot improvements were identified in the Roadway 

Sufficiency Assessment to address safety issues and 

local traffic concerns

• Some CTP projects will help improve conditions at 

certain locations

• DelDOT is monitoring the progress of the 

Chesapeake Bay Crossing Study and potential 

improvements in Maryland
